The Chinese Chamber of Com: 
meree has. already taken an initial 
atop in forthing a powerful opposi-' 
tion. to the apparent plans of the 
government by appointing a com- 
mittee of three prominent Chinese 
merchants to protest. The com- 
mittee plans to’ present’ to the 
government, statistics and figures 
showing ‘that Chinese hams and
